You ve probably seen those 
‘Baby Onboard” safety signs on 
cars or the shiehtls bizarre 
“Child in Trunk” variation 

Well. Judge J. Manuel 


Banales of Corpus Christ. Texas. 


recently came up with an idea for 
a Vartation of the sign vou re not 
likely to find at Target or Kmart 
It reads, “Danger Registered 
Sex Offender In Vehicle.” 

Last May. Banales ordered 14 
convicted sex offenders to post 
these signs on whatever car they 
may be in. He also ordered them 
to post similar signs on their front 
lawns. This not only warns people 
that a sex offender lives in their 
midst. it includes a phone num- 
ber to call to report “suspicious 
behavior.” 

Lawyers representing the 14 
claim the court order endangers 
their lives and the lives of their 
families. [tis a form of branding, 
they argue. and constitutes cruel 
and unusual punishment 

But Banales defended his 
measure on Ted Koppel's Night 
line. “The whole idea.” he said, 
“ys to protect the community. pro- 
tect the children, and if targeting 
these offenders 1s what's neces- 
sary, then that’s what we'll have 
to do.” 

Following the show. one 
viewer posted this message on 
Nightline’s website: “There as 
only one place that these mons- 
ters will go to and it won't be to 
heaven sitting with our almighty 
God! A child molester 1s doomed 
to eternal damnation!” 

Many people find child 
sexual abuse the vilest of crimes 
But what happens when the sex 
offender is a father. brother, 
uncle, or friend of the family? 

This is not an idle question

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Previendo el asma en el hogar

“Como un pez sin agua’, es 
la expresión que comúnmente 
utilizamos para describir simbó- 
licamente lo mal que nos senti- 
mos en la peor situación, frase 
que describe también la textual 
agonía que se padece al sufrir un 
ataque asmático. Ojalá las simi- 
litudes no fueran tan extremas, 
pero el retirar al pez de su am- 
biente, en poco tiempo pueden 
perder la vida, de la misma forma 
que un ataque de asma puede 
acabar con la vida de una persona 
sino es socorrida a tempo. 

El asma causa dificultad para 
respirar ya que las vías respi 
ratorias bloquean el paso del aire 
y los pulmones reciben menos 
ventilación de lo normal. Lo que 
causa un “ataque de asma” du- 
rante el cual se presentan tos. sen- 
sación de ahogo y respiración con 
silbido. El asma puede presen- 
tarse como una sensación molesta 
o puede convertirse en una en- 
fermedad mortal al cesar la res- 
piración completamente. 

Aproximadamente 17 millo- 
nes de personas sufren de Asma 
en los Estados Unidos. y es la 
principal causa para desarrollar 
otras enfermedades crónicas en la 
niñez 

Pero a pesar de ser una de las 
enfermedades más comunes. 
veneralmente se tiende a desad- 
verur todo lo que se puede hacer 
para disminuir los efectos de- 
sencadenantes de un ataque 
ASMÁUCO. 

Al exponernos a los exterto- 
res. a las calles. es muy poco lo 
que podemos hacer para prevenir 
el entrar en contacto con todo upo 
de impurezas y contaminantes del 
ambiente. No obstante. especial- 
mente si somos dueños de casa. 
tomamos control del aire que res- 


piramos al cruzar el umbral de 


nuestro hogar. Al sufrir de asma 
o al convivir con alguien que 
sufre asma, la calidad del aire que 
respiramos debe ser una 
prioridad. 

La Agencia para la Protec- 
ción del Medio Ambiente, o EPA, 
por sus siglas en inglés sugiere 
particularmente prestar atención 
a los cinco elementos, dentro de 
la casa. que pueden desencadenar 
un ataque de asma; el humo de 
segunda mano, las mascotas, los 
ácaros de polvo, las cucarachas y 
el moho. 

Encantados con la gracia de 
los peluches, pasamos por alto 
que los materiales de su com- 
posición podrían desencadenar un 
ataque. Los ácaros de polvo 
pueden haberse acumulado en 
ellos. así como en los colchones 
e inclusive en las sábanas. Una 
buena jabonada en agua tibia, a 
estas últimas, una vez por sema- 
na, puede evitar que los ácaros se 
acumulen. De igual manera, 
existen cubrecamas o cobertores 
de almohadas impermeables a los 
alérgenos. 

Pero junto con los peluches, 
para prevenir los ataques, deben 
también salir de la habitación las 
mascotas de verdad. La EPA 
también indica que el pelaje, la 
costras de su piel, la orina o cual- 
quier fluido animal, pueden tam- 
bién desencadenar un ataque. Tal 
vez sea una decisión difícil, pero 
si es necesario, debe inclusive 
considerarse el buscar un nuevo 
hogar para nuestras mascotas. 

El moho acumulado en los 
lugares más húmedos del hogar 
son otro aspecto que velar para 
prevenir los ataques. Esto se 
puede evitar manteniendo los 
lugares más propensos a acumu- 
larse de moho, limpios. Asimis- 
mo debe controlarse el estado de 
filtros del aire acondicionado, de 


los refrigeradores y evitar quese 
acumule la humedad, utilizando 
un ventilador o simplemente 
abriendo la ventana, cuando se 
utiliza el lavaplatos, la cocina O a 
la hora de tomar el baño. 

Una meticulosa limpieza del 
hogar, el asegurarse que las bolsas 
de basura están cerradas apropia- 
damente, y que los alimentos no 
están a la intemperie, alejarán a 
las cucarachas u otras pestes, que 
podrían contaminar el ambiente 
y provocar un ataque de asma. 

Y si una mascota inofensiva 
puede ser un peligroso factor 
desencadenante, con mayor razón 
es el humo de un cigarrillo, o de 
una pipa, en interiores. Tal vez 
no sea el pedido más cálido que 
les brindes a tus invitados que 
fuman, pero sóolo la inconscien- 
cia podrá negarse a aceptar que 
el cigarrillo es nocivo para la 
salud, tanto para el fumador como 
para quien se exponga al humo 
de segunda mano. Evita fumar 
en tu hogar y prohíbe que otros 
lo hagan. 

El asma es una enfermedad 
incurable pero ha sido evidente 
que con el simple hecho de mo- 
dificar algunos hábitos, se puede 
prevenir que se desencadene la 
enfermedad. La prevención po- 
dría comenzar con una consulta 
al médico de cabecera quien 
podría proveer un plan para con- 
trolar el asma lo que podría hacer 
posible el llevar una vida activa 
y saludable. 

No puedes dejar que tus seres 
más queridos, tus hijos tal vez, 
agonicen como un pez sin agua, 
por lo tanto es importante que 
sepas cómo prevenir esta enfer- 
medad.

Jaded Peruvians wonder if new Indian president 
can save U.S. from culture of cynicism 


Editor’s Note: Last weekend, 
Peru's earth shook twice first 
literally as an earthquake killed 
several dozen people and de 
stroved hundreds of homes. then 
politically with the capture of the 
spy master and embezzler of state 
tunds. Vladimiro Montesinos. Ac- 
cording to PNS Commentator 
Andres Tapia. Toledo's toughest 
job will be to Shake Peruvians from 
a deep-seated cynicism. Andres 
Tapia, who grew up in Lima, Peru, 
writes on Peruvian culture and 
politics

Lima, Peru — After visiting 
victims of the earthquake and mak- 
ing statements about the capture of 
spymaster and embezzler Vladi- 
miro Montesinos, Peru's President- 
Elect Alejandro Toledo flew to 
Washington as planned to drum up 
support for a shaky country. 

His visit has the U.S. press 
making much of the symbolic im- 
portance of a ruler with dark In- 
dian features for a nation that 1s 80 
percent Indian or mixed blood. But 
for us Peruvians, this all has a 
"been there, done that” feeling. 
Our most recent president, Alberto 
Fujimori. was a dark-skinned out- 
sider 

This son of Japanese immi- 
grants amazed us with how far 
pragmatism, not ideology, in the 
care of the marginalized could take 
a country for all, including Indi- 
ans, mestizos, and the white elite. 

He reduced tive-digit inflation 
to single digits and the ferocious 
guerrilla movements to trrel- 
evance. But then his government 
plundered the public treasury. 
Bribed congressmen. Stole an 
election 

Before Fujimori, another out- 
sider force with an Indian face 
promised to liberate Andean peas- 
ants. But Shining Path's scorched- 
earth tactics created bitter enemies 


among the very peasants they 
claimed to be saving. 

And before that, in 1968, an- 
other ruler with Indian features, 
General Juan Velasco Alvarado, 
led his tanks into Lima's central 
plaza — also in the name of liber- 
ating the Indian — and began a 12- 
year dictatorship. 

Finally, after disappearances, 
states of emergency, curfews, and 
an economy in shambles, 1t came 
to a whimpering close. All of us, 
including Indians, ended worse 
off. 

A few years later we were 
swept away by the silver-tongued 
charismatic, Kennedy-esque Alan 
Garcia — a white populist of 36. 
We were enthralled by his mes- 
sage. He was going to stand up to 
the imperialist powers like the 
World Bank and the IMF. But it 
all backfired and in the end his 
policies also decimated our 
economy. 

Is it any wonder we have 
turned cynical? As the U.S. praises 
the “cholo from Harvard," we fo- 
cus on allegations of drug use and 
fathering a daughter out of wed- 
lock. As the U.S praises his Bel- 
gian-born wife for her longstand- 
ing concern for the Indian and her 
knowledge of their language, 
(Quechua, many Peruvians see only 
personal ambition and a class war- 
fare agenda. 

While the foreign press praises 
Peru's anticorruption crusade, the 
populace is debilitated by daily 
airings of some of the thousands 
of videos secretly taped by Mon- 
tesinos showing politicians, jour- 
nalists, business people, and me- 
dia personalities compromising 
their personal and the nation's prin- 
ciples. 

All this has taken a toll on how 
we treat each other. We have suc- 
cumbed to the loss of the rule of 
law. As our leaders — white, 
mixed, or Indian — took what was 


ours, we felt justified in taking 
what was others’. 

There are too many stories in 
families, among friends, at work- 
places, of someone cashing in on 
some else's good faith or misfor- 
tune. 

For example, the clinic where 
my dad works as a physician has, 
for 25 years, held on to insurance 
payments for three months before 
passing them on to the doctors who 
performed the services. In recent 
years, the clinic lengthened the 
delay to six months. Now they pro- 
pose to pay in somewhat more 
timely fashion — if the doctors 
agree to forget the six months in 
owed back payments. 

Toledo steps into the middle 
of a tug of war for our souls. 

The only rulers that all Peru- 
vians, regardless of race, look up 
to are those from the ancient Incan 
civilization who were decimated 
and then enslaved by the Spanish 
conquistadores. And this 1s the im- 
age Toledo wraps himself in as he 
dons ancient Indian garb and post- 
ers show him with Incan warrior 
Pachacutec as his patron saint. 

In this way, he contrasts him- 
self with Francisco Pizarro, Peru's 
conquistador, who, by betraying 
the Incas set the stage for a spirit 
of greed. This spirit seems to have 
taken residence in the government 
palace that he built during colonial 
times and has been the home of 
Peruvian presidents ever since. 


To show his resolve, Toledo 
will not move into Pizarro's home. 
Instead, he will commute from his 
current house in a Lima neighbor- 
hood. 

Will it be the spirit of Pizarro 
or the spirit of Pachacutec that will 
possess Toledo as he rules Peru? 
If it's the latter, then we, too, may 


have a chance at our own personal.

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Report advises planning now for 


global access to a future AIDS vaccin

United Nations (AP) - Even 
though an AIDS vaccine is years 
away, a report released Tuesday 
advised governments and interna- 
tional organizations to start think- 
ing now about how they will make 
it available globally. 

“Access to AIDS vaccines 1s 
not tomorrow's problem. Waiting 
to address access issues until af- 
ter AIDS vaccines are licensed 
will sentence millions to prevent- 
able illness and death,” the report 
by the International AIDS Vaccine 
Initiative warned. 

The organization released its 
findings at a U.N. conference on 
the 20-year-old global AIDS ept- 
demic. Much of the discussion at 
the meeting, which ran through 
Wednesday, centered around im- 
proving access to life-saving anti- 
retroviral drugs. The drugs have 
been widely available in the 
United States and Western Europe 
for several years but remain far too 
costly for the 90 percent of the 
HIV-infected population living in 
the developing world. 

“We thank those pharmaceu- 
tical companies that have agreed 
to offer the drugs at cost,” Presi- 
dent Benjamin Mkapa said before 
the U.N. General Assembly Tues- 
day. “But for Tanzania, where half 
of the people live on less than a 
dollar a day, drugs that cost a dol- 
lar a day remain only a dream for 
most of the victims.” 

It is not unusual for new life- 
saving medicines and vaccines to 
reach the developing world years 
or decades after they are intro- 
duced in wealthier nations, said 
Dr. Seth Berkley, president and 


CEO of the International AIDS 
Vaccine Initiative. To prevent 
similar delays in providing univer- 
sal access to an HIV vaccine, he 
added, the world's nations must act 
now. 

Berkely recommended a num- 
ber of steps: 

- The international AIDS fund 
being set up by the United Nations 
should include an account dedi- 
cated to the purchase and deliv- 
ery of vaccines. Even if there is 
no money in the account at first, 
its existence will let pharmaceuti- 
cal companies know that there 18 
global demand for a vaccine. 

- Public health officials should 
develop ways to direct vaccination 
campaigns toward prostitutes, 
teen-agers and other groups at 
high risk of infection. Current vac- 
cination campaigns focus on new- 
born children and their mothers, a 
vastly different constituency. 

- A system of tiered pricing 
should be developed now that 
would guarantee the affordability 
of a vaccine in poor countries 
without denying a profit for phar- 
maceutical companies. 

- Governments should support 
vaccine research and develop- 
ment. d 

- Regulatory agencies should 
streamline the approval process 
for new vaccines. 

- Pharmaceutical companies 
should be encouraged to ramp up 
their vaccine manufacturing ca- 
pacity, even if it means spending 
public funds to help them build 
new facilities. 

“We need to prepare for suc- 
cess now, even if an effective vac- 
cine is years away,” Berkley said. 

Getting an AIDS vaccine to 


the world's poor may actually be 
easier than providing affordable 
antiretroviral drugs because vac- 
cination campaigns against small- 
pox, polio and other childhood 
diseases have already paved the 
way, said Alf Lindbergh, an execu- 
tive with the French pharmaceut- 
cal company Aventis Pasteur. The 
company is working on a number 
of vaccine candidates. 

“We are more used to it than 
the drug industry is,” Lindbergh 
said. “We have something in the 
vaccine side that 1s already exist- 
mg." 

Dozens of candidate vaccines 
are in various stages Of testing 
now, some in the developing na- 
tions that need them most. The 
successful candidates could be 
commercialized in about a decade. 

“It's a long road to an AIDS 
vaccine,” said Wayne Koff, the 
vaccine initiative’s senior vice 
president for research and devel- 
opment. 

AIDS vaccine development 
faces a number of formidable ob- 
stacles, he said. No laboratory ani- 
mal succumbs to the virus in the 
same way people do, so a greater 
proportion of testing must be done 
in expensive and time-consuming 
human trials. The virus also mu- 
tates quickly and varies from place 
to place, so it presents a moving 
target. 

An AIDS vaccine would not 
necessarily prevent or cure the dis- 
ease, though that might eventually 
be possible. The first vaccines are 
more likely to keep the virus at bay 
by priming the body's immune 
system to respond more quickly

Frida Kahlo honored in U.S. stamp and new film 


Mexico City — Famed Mexi- 
co City artist Frida Kahlo is the 
subject of a US Postal Service 
stamp, making her the first His- 
panic woman to be part of a se- 
ries of stamps featuring fine arts. 
The 34-cent stamp debuted June 
21, 2001 and uses one of her col- 
orful, powerful self-portraits. 

The issuance of the stamp 
also coincides this year with two 
museum exhibitions featuring her 
work and the release of a Mira- 
max film on the artist’s life star- 
ring Salma Hayek. Known for her 
dramatic self-portraits, Kahlo 
was one of the best-known Latin 
American artists, and one of the 
most widely admired female art- 
ists in the world. 

Born in Mexico City in 1907, 
Kahlo was in a near-fatal bus ac- 
cident, which left her bed-ridden 
and practically immobile for 
months. During this time, she 
taught herself to paint and soon 
found a passion for art. In- 
fluenced by Mexican folk art, the 
politics and religion of the time 
and her own suffering, Kahlo 
painted in bright colors with un- 
usual and occasionally disturb- 
ing images. 

She gained further fame for 
her association with communist 
Leon Trotsky and her turbulent 


marriage to Mexican artist Diego 
Rivera. After her death in 1954, 
the house she shared with Rivera 
in the colonial Coyoacan district, 
Casa Azul (Blue House) was 
turned into a museum. 

Two museums in Mexico 
City feature two renowned per- 
manent exhibits on Frida. The 
Dolores Olmedo Museum, a pri- 
vately-run gallery in the San An- 
gel neighborhood, is hosting “A 
Study of Diego and Frida.” The 
Museum is located at Avenida 
Mexico, #5483, and.is open from 
10am to 6pm daily except Mon- 
day. Admission is approximately 
US $1.30 and can be reached by 
telephone at 011-52-5-555-0891 

The Museum of Modern Art, 
located in Chapultepec Park, 1s 
also exhibiting “The Two Fridas,” 
one of her most celebrated works. 

The Museum is open Tues- 
day to Sunday from 10am to 
5:30pm and is in the North cor- 
ner of the park, facing the Paseo 
de la Reforma. 

Admission is approximately 
US $1.30, and free on Sundays. 

Dr. Julieta Campos, President 
of the Mexico City Tourism Au- 
thority, said: “This is the first time 
ever a Hispanic woman is the sub- 
ject of a US stamp, and it pays 
homage to one of the greatest 
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contemporary Mexican painters 
whose work can be seen through- 
out Mexico City.” 

More than five museums in 
Mexico City permanently house 
Kahlo’s original works, although 
her popularity has spread rapidly 
outside of Mexico in the past 
years resulting in traveling exhib- 
its in North America. 

The upcoming postage stamp, 
the exhibits in Mexico City and 
the biographical movie will con- 
tinue to showcase this talented 
and unique Mexico City artist to 
the US.
